DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1-17 are pending. Figure 1 if the instant 
application is disclosed as PRIOR ART, Claims 1-17 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The recitation of a "check value" (claims 1 and 8) should be changed to a check 
valve. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the PRIOR ART 
of figure 1. Note the pumps 151-153, check valves 161-163, a plurality of pipes defining a flow 
path including an inlet 199, a plurality of dividing and recombining "pipes" 110, 120, 130 and an 
outlet 105. The relative pressures between the inlet and out controlled by a respective pump 
causes the respective check valves to open or to remain closed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter 
sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in 
which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 148 USPQ 459, that are 
applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 

summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 

issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or unobviousness. 

8. Claims 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the PRIOR 
ART of Figure 1 of the instant application in view of Palten. The PRIOR ART of Figure 1 
discloses the claimed invention except for the recitation. The PRIOR ART of Figure 1 of the 
instant application teaches that it is known to the claimed invention with the exception of the 
valved control check valve bypass as taught by 1 1, 8 of Palten. Note the solenoid valve 12 for the 
bypass 1 1 which is disclosed as pressurized. Restrictor 8 acts a check. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
system of the PRIOR ART of Figure 1 to include a "plurality of cycle pipes" forming such 
check valve bypasses as taught by Palten. in order to provide more effective control of the fluid 
pumped by any of the respective pumps of the system..
